THE BAGPIPES SKIRL AGAIN 


И: Scottish pipers are once again 
playing at the batte front, rous- 
ing modern soldiers to action, inspir- 
ing them to fight, as pipers have 
played for hundreds of years, Not 
until the end of the war will we hear 
the whole story of the part these men 
have played in morale building, Per- 
haps an occasional story will sift 
through but after the establishment of 
peace the colorful, noble stories of 
the piping Highlanders in Africa and 
Europe can be told, 

America caught a glimpse of these 
теп іп the superb movie “Desert Уіс- 
tory,” made on the African front. 
The skirling of the pipes was а sür- 
ring and deeply moving sound in the 
midst of the roar of modern gun fire 
and bombing. 

The “great war-pipe of the North” 
has been heard everywhere that can- 
non and bombs have blasted — 
France, Flanders, Gallipoli, Egypt, 
Palestine, Mesopotamia, Africa, India, 
and Russia. 

The piper is a fighter, In ume of 
war only the pipe-major and his five 
full pipers are retained as musicians. 
The remainder serve in the ranks and 
act secondarily, whenever they can as 
pipers. In the ranks they serve as 
gunners, bombers, orderlics, runners, 
dispatch carriers, and their records of 
heavy casualties in the last war are 
sufficient proof of the bravery of these 
Scots, 

Many regiments tricd, without suc-

cess, to keep their pipers out of action 
in order to safeguard their lives, for 
these men were considered highly im- 
portant in preserving regimental 
morale, 

„In 1919 Stephen Graham wrote in 
The Times (London): “Wonderful 
pipes! The men get tred and would 
fall out but the pipes make a unity 
of them; invisible tendons and mus- 
cles seem to connect the legs of all of 
them, aid all move as one, mechan- 
ically, rhythmically, certainly, The 
strong are reduced to the step, the 
weak are braced up to it. All bear the 
strain and share the strain, So we go 
оп, and the miracle is in the power of 
the music.” 

Under ineredible strain, the pipes 
rally soldiers to action, They rouse 
the “mir cath,” the frenzy of battle. 
An Army Regulation of more than 
three hundred years ago describes 
the purpose of the pipes: “to excite 
cheerfulness and alacrity in the sol- 
dier." 

Though the piper is not supposed 
to play a unit right up to the attack 
(the pipers were with the first line 
troops in North Africa) he can make 
his music behind the front line, in 
billets and on the march, But in the 
last war many times pipers disre- 
garded this ruling and played their 
comrades into the thick of danger.

Memories of piping and dancing 
celebrities long since “gone west” linger 
on as traditions to daunt the over-opti- 
mistic competitor of to-day.
